World Bank gives Haiti 10 min dollar 
emergency aid 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AFP) - The World Bank an¬ 
nounced today an emergency 
grant of 10 million dollars for 
Haiti’s efforts to fight a spread¬ 
ing cholera epidemic that has 
already killed more than 1,400 
people. 

The grant, aimed at expand¬ 
ing Haiti’s capacity to monitor 
and prevent such outbreaks, 
will be formally submitted for 
approval in December, but up 
to 40 percent of it can be used 
now to reimburse expenditures 
already incurred, the bank said. 

The World Bank is funding 
non-governmental orga¬ 
nizations operating in Haiti 
that are already providing ur¬ 
gent cholera treatment as well 
as preventive care to vulnera¬ 
ble Haitians. 

”By boosting the efforts of 
NGOs already operating on the 
ground, our response becomes 


much more effective and rapid 
than if we did it on our own," 
project leader Maryanne Sharp 
said in a statement from Port- 
au-Prince. 

Up to eight million dollars 
of the funding is to go toward 
boosting the capacity of the 
non-profit groups, Sharp said. 

The Pan-American Health 
Organization recently warned 
there could be up to 400,000 
cases over the next year, with 
as many as 10,000 deaths, if 
the outbreak is not contained. 

Haitian health authorities 
say the epidemic has killed at 
least 1,415 people, with 25,000 
requiring hospital treatment. 

Last week the United Na¬ 
tions expressed disappoint¬ 
ment with the international 
response to the organization’s 
appeal to collect 164 million 
dollars to help combat the epi¬ 
demic in Haiti, which is still 


reeling from a catastrophic 
January earthquake that killed 
250,000 people. 

UN Humanitarian Coordi¬ 
nator Nigel Fisher said on Sat¬ 
urday that contributions up to 
that point had stood at less than 
10 percent of what was 
needed. 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil 
(AFP) - At least 21 people have 
been killed and 153 arrested in 
four days of clashes as Brazil¬ 
ian security forces crack down 
on drug gangs in Rio's violent 
slums, police said yesterday. 

The escalating violence 
casts more doubt on the ability 
of Rio authorities to get a grip 
on security ahead of its hosting 
of two of the planet's largest 
sporting events, the World Cup 
in 2014 and the Olympics two 
years later. 

Thirteen suspected drug 
traffickers were killed yester¬ 
day alone and two police were 
wounded, while 25 people 
were arrested, colonel Lima 
Castro, from the military po¬ 
lice, told journalists. 

"We'll continue our opera¬ 
tions tomorrow. We'll patrol 
and carry out checks. They'll 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States is concerned 
about a coming dump of clas¬ 
sified documents by Wiki¬ 
Leaks, expected to be diplo¬ 
matic cables, State Depart¬ 
ment spokesman Philip 
Crowley said yesterday. 

"We are in touch with our 
posts around the world. They 
have begun the process of in¬ 
forming governments that a 
release of documents is pos¬ 
sible in the near future," 
Crowley said. "This is going 
to be unhelpful." 

Crowley said that Wiki¬ 
Leaks release of classified 
documents, is "harmful to our 
national security. It does put 
lives at risk. It does put na¬ 
tional interests at risk." 

He said that diplomatic ca¬ 
bles, messages between US 
posts around the world, "in¬ 
volve discussions that we had 
with government officials, 


be more aggressive," he added, 
as hundreds of police, using ar¬ 
mored tanks backed by heli¬ 
copters, took part in a massive 
crackdown on gangs and drug- 
trafficking in 20 slums, known 
here as favelas. 

The latest victims were 
killed in shootouts with agents 
who stormed the favelas that 
roiled with unrest overnight in 
the wake of the crackdown. 

Gang members vented their 
rage on civilian targets, torch¬ 
ing at least 29 vehicles includ¬ 
ing several public buses and 
shooting up local police sta¬ 
tions, police said. 

Images of buses engulfed in 
flames were broadcast 
throughout in Brazilian media, 
which showed police and spe¬ 
cial forces with guns in the air 
controlling entry and exit 
points at certain slums.

Dutch technician will come to Aruba to 


help with the repair job 



ORANJESTAD - Techni- 
cians of Aruba’s electric sup¬ 
ply company, ELMAR N.V., 
discovered a flaw in the high 
voltage cable that supplies 
electricity from our water and 
Energy Plant, WEB Aruba 
N.V. to the Palm Beach sub¬ 
station. The cable is about 30 
years old and still runs on the 
old system, technologically 
called “Oil filled cable.” 
ELMAR’s technicians dis¬ 
covered an acute leak at the 
Airport crossing. 

According to investiga¬ 
tions, the cable which trans¬ 
ports 60 KV electricity from 
WEB to the Palm Beach Sub¬ 
station, has a leak in the 
sleeve. ELMAR’s technician 
decided to cut part of the 
cable and flush that specific 
part to get rid of dirt which 
might have gotten into the 
cable. In the following days 
the technicians will deter¬ 
mine how to repair the dam¬ 
age; a repair job that will 
certainly last for two weeks. 

For this repair job 
ELMAR decided to seek the 
help of experts specialized in 
this kind of technology to as¬ 
sist he local technicians. They 
are Dutch technicians spe¬ 
cialized in works on “oil 
filled cables” and will help 
with the replacement of the 
cable. 


This type of cable was re¬ 
cently preplaced by ELMAR 
at the substation in Paarden- 
baaistraat. Nowadays the 
company uses a more modem 
technology that requires less 
maintenance and material is 
easier to obtain when repair¬ 
ing the cable. ELMAR’s per¬ 
sonnel also recently followed 
an advanced course on how 
to deal with problems in the 
new system. The company is 
planning to replace this spe¬ 
cific oil filled cable in 2012. 
It is a 15 km cable that sup¬ 
plies electricity to the Palm 
Beach sub station 

This replacement is part of 
the program ELMAR has, to 
improve the electricity distri¬ 
bution on its network system, 
which is an investment of 
millions of Amban florins. 

ELMAR kindly ask all 
motorists to drive with cau¬ 
tion in the airport area, there 
will be workers alongside the 
road. ELMAR hopes that 
there will be no outages dur¬ 
ing the replacement of the 
cable. There is also the 
chance to bypass the flaw; a 
three meter long cable will be 
installed in that specific area.

To control care and service quality rendered to patients 



ORANJESTAD - Recently 
Minister of Public Health and 
Sports, Dr. Richard Visser re¬ 
ceived the final report related 
to the introduction of a new 
management for the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health, 
namely the Public Health In¬ 
spection. The entity will 
function separately from the 
Department of Public Health. 
Up to now we do not know 
this kind of department, we 
only know the Medicine In¬ 
spection Department which 
controls all medicines im¬ 
ported to our island. Now the 
Aruba government is intro¬ 
ducing the same kind of con¬ 
trol department but for 
healthcare in general. 

The new department is 
necessary in order to assure 
the community on a trans¬ 
parent inspection on services 
given related to health. The 
community can file a com¬ 
plaint against the hospital, 
the house doctor, a specialist 
or any other office or organ¬ 
ization which gives medical 
care. In other words, the de¬ 
partment will inspect the 
quality of the whole health 
care system in primary as 
well as in the secondary 
care. 

Primary care is the term 
for the health services which 
play a central role in the local 
community. It refers to the 
work of health care profes¬ 
sionals who act as a first 
point of consultation for all 
patients. Such a professional 
would usually be a general 
practitioner or family physi¬ 
cian, depending on locality. 
However, at the patient's dis¬ 
cretion and according to their 
self-assessment of the seri¬ 
ousness of their ailment, they 


may opt to see another health 
care professional first, such 
as a pharmacist, or in some 
localities, a nurse 

Secondary care is the serv¬ 
ice provided by medical spe¬ 
cialists who generally do not 
have first contact with pa¬ 
tients, for example, cardiolo¬ 
gists, urologists and dermato¬ 
logists 

On April 7, Minister 
Visser instituted the commis¬ 
sion with the task to advise 
the government how to create 
an inspection department that 
is separated and works inde¬ 
pendently from the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health. 

According to Minister 
Visser, the Government has 
the task to protect our health 
care system. 

“For me it is important 
that the quality of healthcare 
remain on a high level. We 


must have a department that 
can evaluate our healthcare 
system and has the authority 
and power to act when this 
quality is not according to an 
acceptable level or norm.” 

The government intends to 
introduce the inspection de¬ 
partment next year. At pres¬ 
ent Minister Visser is deli¬ 
berating with Holland to 
form a new relationship with 
their inspection department, 
known as RIVM. 

RIVM, National Institute 
for Public Health and the En¬ 
vironment, is a recognized 
leading center of expertise in 
the fields of health, nutrition 
The institution works mainly 
for the Dutch government. 

It also share its knowledge 
with governments and supra¬ 
national bodies around the 
world.

NASA says Earth's lakes are 
warming 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Earth's largest lakes have 
warmed up over the past 25 
years in response to climate 
change, the US space agency 
said Tuesday, announcing the 
first such global study of its 
kind. 

Scientists Philipp Schnei¬ 
der and Simon Hook of 
NASA's Jet Propulsion Lab¬ 
oratory in Pasadena, Califor¬ 
nia used satellite data to 
measure the surface tempera¬ 
ture of 167 lakes around the 
world, NASA said. 

"They reported an average 
warming rate of 0.81 degrees 
Fahrenheit per decade, with 
some lakes warming as much 
as 1.8 degrees Fahrenheit per 
decade," NASA said in a 
statement. 


"The results were consis¬ 
tent with the expected 
changes associated with 
global warming," it said. 

Researchers found the 
"largest and most consistent 
area of warming was north¬ 
ern Europe," while the 
"warming trend was slightly 
weaker in southeastern Eu¬ 
rope, around the Black and 
Caspian seas and Kaza¬ 
khstan," NASA said. 

"The trends increased 
slightly farther east in 
Siberia, Mongolia and north¬ 
ern China." 

The southwestern United 
States experienced "slightly 
higher" trends than the Great 
Lakes region, while the trop¬ 
ics and mid-latitudes of the 
S outhern Hemi sphere 

showed "weaker" warming, 


NASA said. 

"Our analysis provides a 
new, independent data source 
for assessing the impact of 
climate change over land 
around the world," said 
Schneider, lead author of the 
study published this week in 
the journal Geophysical Re¬ 
search Letters. 

"The results have implica¬ 
tions for lake ecosystems, 
which can be adversely af¬ 
fected by even small water 
temperature changes." 

NASA selected bodies of 
water that were at least 193 
square miles (500 square 
kilometers) or larger, and had 
significant amounts of water 
away from the shoreline so 
that land temperature 
changes did not interfere with 
measurements.

Flexible screens as thin as a 
piece of paper may be avail¬ 
able for e-readers by early 
next year thanks to a project 
from Taiwan's Industrial 
Technology Research Insti¬ 
tute (ITRI) and licensee AU 
Optronics, one of the world's 
largest LCD screen makers. 

ITRI developed a manu¬ 
facturing process for the thin 
displays and AU is in the 
process of converting an old 
factory to mass produce 
them, according to John 
Chen, general director of the 
Display Technology Center 
at ITRI.

US doctors say chemicals can cause cancer 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - Dr 
Linda Giudice has treated 
thousands of patients over the 
years with a range of troubling 
reproductive disorders, and re¬ 
cently, she joined health ex¬ 
perts and a young mother in 
fingering chemicals as the 
probable cause. 

M I have treated thousands of 
patients... including young 
men with very abnormal 
sperm counts or a history of 
testicular cancer, women as 
young as 17 and already in the 
menopause, little girls with the 
onset of puberty at six or 
eight,” Giudice told a news 
conference. 

’’There is increasing evi¬ 
dence that environmental con¬ 
taminants may be playing a 
role in these disorders,” said 
Giudice, who chairs the de¬ 
partment of obstetrics, gyne¬ 
cology and reproductive 
sciences at the University of 
California, San Francisco. 

Molly Gray, a young 
mother who was found to have 
high levels of toxic chemicals 
in her blood during her preg¬ 
nancy, suspects chemicals 
were the culprit. 

She recalled how, after sev¬ 
eral miscarriages, she radically 


changed her lifestyle and ate 
only organically grown food, 
avoided fish high in mercury, 
shunned plastic food storage 
containers, and switched to 
’’green” cleaning products. 

But in spite of the changes, 
tests on Gray during her preg¬ 
nancy showed she had high 
levels of 13 toxic chemicals in 
her blood. 

’’These chemicals have be¬ 
come ubiquitous in the envi¬ 
ronment and, as clean as I tried 
to be, it was not enough to pro¬ 
tect my baby boy,” she said. 

”1 was disheartened. I felt 
helpless,” she said. 

Gray and Giudice this 
week joined Tracey Woodruff, 
director of UCSF’s program 


on reproductive health and the 
environment, and Andy Igre- 
jas, campaign director for the 
Safer Chemicals, Healthy 
Families advocacy group, in 
calling for the 1976 law that 
regulates chemicals in the 
United States to be over¬ 
hauled. 

According to Safer Chemi¬ 
cals, Healthy Families, the 34- 
year-old Toxic Substances 
Control Act (TSCA) has failed 
to regulate chemicals in con¬ 
sumer products, including 
chemicals with proven links to 
cancer, learning disabilities, 
asthma, reproductive disorders 
and other health problems. 

The law has not evolved 
with chemical exposure, 


which since World War II has 
increased more than twenty¬ 
fold, said Giudice. 

’’Today there is ubiquitous 
exposure to environmental 
contaminants through air, 
water, food, drink, cosmetics, 
personal care products, pesti¬ 
cides, herbicides and everyday 
household items,” she said. 

Even the flame retardants 
used in furniture contain po¬ 
tentially harmful chemicals, 
said Woodruff. 

”We have begun to ques¬ 
tion whether exposure to these 
are affecting our reproductive 
health,” she said. 

A massive study released in 
August that showed US girls 
are starting puberty earlier 
than they were just 10 years 
ago singled out endocrine dis- 
ruptor chemicals as one of the 
likely culprits of early onset 
puberty, said Woodruff. 

An overwhelming majority 
of the girls in the study who 
developed breasts and started 
their menstrual cycles as 
young as age seven had high 
levels of flame retardant and 
other chemicals in their bod¬ 
ies. 

Some of the chemicals 
were banned decades ago but 


’’remain in the food chain,” 
said Woodruff. Others are 
commonly found in household 
cleaners and other items that 
people come into contact with 
every day. 

Other studies have linked 
exposure to chemicals with ill¬ 
nesses ranging from asthma to 
cardiovascular disease and 
cancer. 

A study published in Sep¬ 
tember in the Archives of Pe¬ 
diatric and Adolescent 
Medicine, a journal of the 
American Medical Associa¬ 
tion, found a link between 
chemicals used to make non¬ 
stick cookware and higher 
blood cholesterol levels in 
children. 

And a group of experts said 
at a major science meeting 
held in February this year that 
they suspected a link between 
the rising incidence of breast 
cancer and exposure to chem¬ 
icals. 

Yet, in the 34 years since 
the TSCA was enacted, just 
five chemicals have been reg¬ 
ulated under the law. 

Bills to overhaul the TSCA 
were introduced in Congress 
this year but never taken up, 
said Igrejas.

Summary of the Bulletin for the second quarter of 2010 


ORANJESTAD - The CBA 
concludes in its latest Quar¬ 
terly Bulletin that the available 
economic indicators do not 
show clear improving signs on 
the state of the Aruban econ¬ 
omy. Business sentiment dete¬ 
riorated slightly in the second 
quarter of 2010 compared to 
the previous quarter, although 
businesses were less pes¬ 
simistic than in the second 
quarter of 2009. Performance 
indicators for the tourism sec¬ 
tor show ambiguity. The num¬ 
ber of stay-over visitors fell by 
1.2 percent, mainly mirroring 
decreased arrivals from Latin 
America, particularly Vene¬ 
zuela. In contrast, the U.S. 
tourism market expanded for 
the fourth consecutive quarter, 
although a decline was 
recorded in the month of June. 
Despite the drop in the number 
of tourists, total nights spent on 
Aruba increased by 1.8 per¬ 
cent, thereby raising the aver¬ 
age length of stay from 7.2 to 
7.4 nights. Cruise tourism per¬ 
formed positively in the se¬ 
cond quarter of 2010, regi¬ 
stering a 5.5 percent growth in 
the number of cruise passen¬ 
gers. Tourism receipts, as 
recorded in the balance of pay¬ 
ments, increased by 5.0 per¬ 
cent. 

Construction activities re¬ 
mained depressed due to a 


weak demand for domestic 
building and moderate public 
sector capital expenditures. 
Additionally, the outlook on 
short-term future economic 
conditions in the construction 
sector, as measured in the 
CBA’s Business Perception 
Survey, dropped considerably, 
suggesting that a rebound in 
construction activity is not yet 
on the horizon. 

Price developments re¬ 
sulted in a 3.8 percent inflation 
rate in the second quarter of 
2010, compared to a year ear¬ 
lier, attributed largely to a 
strong growth in the category 
“housing” (including water 
and electricity). The 12mionth 
average inflation rate was 1.7 
percent. 

Money supply declined by 
Afl. 3.9 million in the quarter 
under review. With respect to 
the banking sector’s credit, it 
must be noted that the private 
sector’s credit demand has re¬ 
mained low. Noticeably, com¬ 
mercial banks purchased a 
large amount of Aruban gov¬ 
ernment bonds in the second 
quarter of 2010, reflecting the 
limited high-yielding invest¬ 
ment possibilities both locally 
and internationally and the low 
demand for credit. 

Excluding these purchases, 
total credit rose by 0.4 percent 
only. The ratio of nonperform¬ 
ing loans to gross loans in¬ 
creased again to 9.8 percent.

Ireland unveils 
15-bln-euro 
austerity plan to 
secure bailout 


DUBLIN, Ireland (AFP) - Ire¬ 
land unveiled a 15-billion-euro 
austerity package yesterday re¬ 
quired to unlock an interna¬ 
tional bailout, slashing public 
sector pay and pensions but re¬ 
fusing to raise corporation tax. 

With the eyes of Europe on 
his debt-ridden nation, Prime 
Minister Brian Cowen said his 
four-year package of cuts and 
tax increases would restore shat¬ 
tered confidence, calling it a 
signpost on the road to recovery.

Expressed as a percentage of 
GDP, this means an increase of 
1.9 percentage points to 53.0 
percent compared to the pre¬ 
vious quarter, a development 
that is not sustainable in the 
long term. The government is¬ 
sued three bonds on the do¬ 
mestic capital market in the 
second quarter of 2010: an Afl. 
23.5 million bond to cover the 

2009 operating deficit of the 
AZV, and two bonds totaling 
Afl. 180.0 million to cover part 
of the government’s financing 
needs for 2010. 

The government’s finances 
were positively influenced by 
an incidental large receipt of 
Afl. 211.6 million from the 
Valero oil refinery related to 
the settlement of the BBO dis¬ 
pute between the oil refinery 
and the government. An Afl. 
42.3 million financial surplus 
on a cash basis was posted in 
the second quarter of 2010, 
compared to an Afl. 52.0 mil¬ 
lion deficit in the second quar¬ 
ter of 2009. 

The balance of payments 
posted an Afl. 31.8 million sur¬ 
plus in the second quarter of 

2010 (2009: Afl. 12.4 million 
deficit). Consequently, total 
net foreign assets (including 
revaluation differences of gold 
and official foreign exchange 
holdings) expanded by Afl. 
57.7 million to Afl. 1,693.3 
million at the end of June 
2010. This amount is equiva¬ 
lent to 6.3 months of current 
account payments (excluding 
the oil sector).

US turkey; Thank vegans 
it's Thanksgiving 



POOLESVILLE, Maryland 
(AFP) - Victor is a 45-pound 
(20 kilogram) turkey who 
would be welcome at many a 
table today when Americans 
celebrate Thanksgiving. 

But when Victor graces a 
dinner table, he comes as guest 
of honor with his feathers 
puffed up rather than as the 
main course with his innards 
stuffed, which is the way some 
46 million turkeys are ex¬ 
pected to end up this Thanks¬ 
giving, according to the 
National Turkey Federation. 

Victor will never be one of 
them. 

He is one of a growing 
number of turkeys who are liv¬ 
ing out their days at animal 
sanctuaries after being rescued 
from slaughterhouses and ca¬ 
ges around the United States. 

Some are saved by the US 
president in a tradition — par¬ 
doning the Thanksgiving Day 
turkey — that dates back to 
John F. Kennedy in the 1960s. 

The turkey who will be par¬ 
doned by President Barack 
Obama this year will live out 
his days at the Virginia estate 
of America's founding presi¬ 
dent, George Washington. 

Victor owes a debt of grati¬ 
tude not to the US president 
but to the growing number of 
vegetarians and vegans in the 
country. 

Victor was found four years 
ago on Thanksgiving day, 
which falls on the fourth 
Thursday in November, walk¬ 
ing down a road in the Wash¬ 
ington suburb of Germantown. 

He was just several months 
old — turkeys who are destined 


for the dinner table 
usually end up in a 
deep-freeze when 
they are about four 
months old. 

Luckily for him, 
he was found by a 
couple of vegans, 
who took him to 
Poplar Spring Ani¬ 
mal Sanctuary in 
Maryland, where 
this year he celebrated his 
fourth birthday. 

Last weekend, Victor joined 
the sanctuary's other turkeys, 
guinea fowl, Japanese silkies, 
bantam hens, peacocks, even 
pigs who might have ended up 
as honey roasted hams on 
Thanksgiving, for a dinner 
thrown for the animals by hu¬ 
mans. 

On the menu for the birds 
was corn, grapes, tofu, greens, 
apples. The pigs got pumpkins. 

While Victor and his fellow 
fowl feasted on their food, 
some 800 humans sat at long 
tables under a warm autumn 
sun and dined on couscous, 
quinoa, beans, pumpkin soup, 
pasta and other vegan dishes 
they had brought along. Vegan 
food contains neither meat, 
dairy, eggs nor honey. 

The first time Poplar Spring 
held its Thanksgiving dinner 
for the turkeys 12 years ago, 
50 people showed up. 

This year, more than 800 
turned out, a fact that could be 
attributed to the rising popular¬ 
ity of a vegan and vegetarian 
diet in the United States. 

"There's been a steadily in¬ 
creasing number of vegetari¬ 
ans and we have seen a big 
jump in the proportion of that 
population who are vegans," 
said John Cunningham, the 
consumer research manager at 
the Vegetarian Resource Group 
(VRG). 

The main reason people be¬ 
come vegetarian is "because 
they don't want to participate 
in the slaughter of animals," he 
added. 


Greenhouse gases 'rise to record 
levels in 2009'

GENEVA, Switzerland (AFP) 
- Greenhouse gas concentra¬ 
tions reached record levels in 
2009, the UN's weather agency 
said yesterday, warning that 
global warming could set off 
even greater methane emis¬ 
sions from the Arctic. 

"Greenhouse gas concentra¬ 
tions have reached record levels 
despite the economic slow¬ 
down. They would have been 
even higher without the interna¬ 
tional action taken to reduce 
them," said Michel Jarraud, 
secretary general of the World 
Meteorological Organization. 

"In addition, potential 
methane release from northern 
permafrost, and wetlands, 
under future climate change is 
of great concern and is beco¬ 
ming a focus of intensive re¬ 
search and observations," he 
added. 

Carbon dioxide concentra¬ 
tions reached 386.8 parts per 
million in 2009, up 38 percent 
from pre-industrial times. 

Methane, the second most 
important greenhouse gas after 
carbon dioxide, meanwhile 
reached 1,803 parts per billion, 
up 158 percent from pre-indus¬ 
trial times. 

According to the WMO, 
following a period of stabiliza¬ 
tion between 1999 and 2006, 
atmospheric methane began to 
increase again from 2007 to 
2009. 

"There are two possible rea¬ 
sons for that — in 2007, there 
was a warmer Arctic which 
produced a lot of extra emis¬ 
sions, plus in 2007 and 2008, 
there was an increase in pre¬ 
cipitations in the tropicals," 
said Oksana Tarasova, a WMO 
scientist. 

"We don't know the propor¬ 
tions which work more. It's 
difficult to distinguish between 
these two particular sources," 
she said, adding that it was un¬ 
clear if the trend would con¬ 
tinue in 2011. 

For Len Barrie, who is co¬ 
director at WMO's research de¬ 
partment, changes are needed 
urgently in order to reverse the 
situation. 

"If we continue business as 
usual, we will not achieve the 
level of atmospheric concen¬ 
tration that would allow a two 
degree Celsius target," he told 
AFP, referring to a bid to limit 
global warming to two degrees 
Celsius (3.6 Fahrenheit) above 
pre-industrial temperatures. 

He added that to start de¬ 
creasing the levels of green¬ 
house gases, it was necessary 
to "stop totally the emissions." 

This means that the usage 
of fossil energy should be 
halted, he said. 

Representatives from 194 


countries meet in the Mexican 
resort city of Cancun from No¬ 
vember 29 to December 10 for 
a new bid to strike a deal to 
curb greenhouse gases. 

Meanwhile, on Tuesday, 
China acknowledged it is the 
world's biggest emitter of 
greenhouse gases stoking 
global warming, confirming 
what scientists have said for 
years but defending its right to 
keep growing emissions. 

China's chief negotiator in 
international climate change 
talks, Xie Zhenhua, made the 
comment while spelling out 
his government's position 


ahead of negotiations in Can¬ 
cun, Mexico, over a new 
global pact to fight global 
warming. 

Scientists and overseas 
bodies have said that since 
2006-2007, China's green¬ 
house gas pollution has sur¬ 
passed the United States', the 
world's top emitter for the 20th 
century. 

But until now Beijing has 
hedged. Its officials have said 
it may possibly be the top 
emitter, that the issue needs 
more study or that average 
emissions per capita is a fairer 
measure to guide policy.

Brand gets one

Brand, who scored 19 
points, shoved McGee inten¬ 
tionally after a dunk and was 
ejected from the game. 

"I was just trying to stop 
the dunk," Brand said. 
"(McGee) is really athletic, 
quick to the rim and I hit him 
under the arm.” 


Katsidis inspired by late brother in Marquez fight 


LAS VEGAS, Nevada (AFP) 
- Barely a month after the 
death of his older brother, 
Australian Michael Katsidis 
faces the biggest fight of his 
life on Saturday in a double 
world title showdown against 
Juan Manuel Marquez. 

Katsidis decided to con¬ 
tinue his Thailand-based 
training last month after the 
unexpected death of Stathi 
Katsidis, a 31-year-old Aus¬ 
tralian champion jockey from 
Brisbane. 

"I will do this for Stathi, 
my family and myself," Kat¬ 


sidis said. "Stathi is inside 
me. We will fight this fight 
together. I know this is what 
he wants." 

Katsidis, 27-2 with 22 
knockouts, will face World 
Boxing Association and 
World Boxing Organization 
lightweight champion Juan 
Manuel Marquez, 51-5 with 
one draw and 37 knockouts, 
in a possible launching pad 
fight for the Mexican. 

Marquez and his promot¬ 
ers have talked up the possi¬ 
bility of a third fight against 
Filipino superstar Manny 


Pacquiao, who won a 2008 
split decision over Marquez 
after the two had fought to a 
draw in 2004. 

The Asian star has talked 
down the idea of a third fight 
with a man who has not 
beaten him, but with un¬ 
beaten US star Floyd May- 
weather facing legal charges 
and nixing an earlier fight 
bid, Marquez might be an at¬ 
tractive foe if he wins. 

"This is going to be a very 
difficult fight," Marquez said. 
"I'm not taking anything for 
granted. I'm going to have to 
be at my best. We will give 
the fans a great show." 


LONDON (AFP) - 
Wimbledon finalist 
Tomas Berdych re¬ 
mained in the hunt for 
a place in the semi-fi¬ 
nals of the ATP World 
Tour Finals after a 7-5, 

6-3 win over Andy 
Roddick on Wednes¬ 
day. 

Berdych admitted 
he had been paralysed 
by nerves on his Tour 
Finals debut on Mon¬ 
day when Novak 
Djokovic brushed 
aside the Czech sixth 
seed in straight sets. 

But, after over-pow¬ 
ering eighth seed Rod¬ 
dick, the 25-year-old 
will go into his final 
Group A match against 
Rafael Nadal on Friday 
knowing a win would 
likely secure him a 
spot in the last four of the 
prestigious end-of-year tour¬ 
nament at London's 02 
Arena. 

"It feels great," Berdych 
said. "None of these matches 
are easy, especially against 
Andy. I'm happy after the 
poor first match to start to 
play my tennis again and feel 
good on court. 

"That's what I need. I'm 
still in with a chance to have 
it in my hands in the last 
match." 

Roddick lost in a slightly 
grumpy manner as he com¬ 
plained about being dis¬ 
tracted by the colourful 
advertising boards around the 
court. 

"The neons in the back 
weren't quite to the settled 


position. They were still ad¬ 
vertising stuff," he said. 
"When you're trying to track 
a ball, it's kind of neon lights 
and stuff in your vision. Then 
Tomas noticed it and a couple 
of them just went out before 
we played a point." 

Berdych is the only player 
among the eight here not to 
have won an ATP title this 
season, but the last time he 
played in London he defeated 
Roger Federer en route to the 
Wimbledon final. 

The 25-year-old's fairytale 
run came to an end in the 
final against Nadal and his 
form has dipped dramatically 
since then, so this victory of¬ 
fers a last chance to end the 
year on a high. 

Roddick had given a good 


account of himself 
against Nadal on 
Monday, serving 18 
aces and even holding 
a break in the final set, 
before eventually suc¬ 
cumbing to the world 
number one's relent¬ 
less aggression. 

Victories in his last 
four meetings with 
Berdych, including a 
success in the final of 
the Miami Masters 
this year, would have 
given Roddick further 
cause for encourage¬ 
ment. 

But, like Roddick, 
Berdych is no slouch 
when it comes to pep¬ 
pering opponents with 
big serves and there 
were only two break 
points in the first 10 
games. 

Both fell to Roddick as 
Berdych served to stay in the 
set. Unfortunately for the for¬ 
mer US Open champion, 
Berdych held his nerve im¬ 
pressively to escape from that 
precarious position.

Els, Mickelson, Furyk 
among PGA top player 
finalists 


Joke’s on Johnson after fine for TD celebration 



PONTE VEDRA BEACH, 
Florida (AFP) - South 
Africa's Ernie Els and US ri¬ 
vals Phil Mickelson, Jim 
Furyk, Matt Kuchar and 
Dustin Johnson were named 
finalists on Tuesday for the 
2010 US PGA Tour Player of 
the Year award. 

The Jack Nicklaus Trophy 
will go to a first-time winner 
when the recipient is an¬ 
nounced on December 4. Fi¬ 
nalists were nominated by 
the player advisory council 
with players who made at 
least 15 starts eligible to vote 
on a winner. 

Former world number one 
Tiger Woods, a 14-time 
major champion, had domi¬ 
nated the balloting since 
1997, the year he captured 
his first major title by win¬ 
ning the Masters in record- 
smashing fashion. 

Woods, chasing the all- 
time record 18 won by Nick¬ 
laus, won the award 10 times, 
his streak being broken only 
by Mark O'Meara in 1998, 



Fiji's Vijay Singh in 2004 and 
Ireland's Padraig Harrington 
in 2008. 

But this year, Woods went 
winless in the wake of a sex 
scandal that led to a five-month 
hiatus from golf, a divorce 
from Elin Nordegren and the 
loss of his number one ranking 
to England's Fee Westwood 
after a five-year reign. 

Els made his claim in 
March with victories at the 
World Golf Championships 
event at Doral and the Arnold 
Palmer Invitational. He fin¬ 
ished atop the US PGA regu¬ 
lar season playoff qualifying 
points standings. 

Mickelson is the only 
major winner among the fi¬ 
nalists, winning his fourth 
such crown at the Masters. 

Furyk won the season¬ 
ending Tour Championship 
as well as PGA playoff 
crown. He also won the Her¬ 
itage and Transitions titles 
and finished second on the 
money list. 

Kuchar won the money 
title as well as the Vardon 
Trophy. He captured the Bar¬ 
clays title during the PGA 
playoffs and led the tour in 
top-10 finishes, including a 
share of 10th at the PGA 
Championship and sixth at 
the US Open. 


BUFFAFO (AFP) - Buffalo 
Bills receiver Stevie Johnson 
wanted to poke a little fun at 
the Cincinnati Bengals with a 
cinematic catchphrase from 
Batman villain The Joker, but 
the last laugh was on him. 

Johnson said Wednesday

Johnson said. "They play the 
Batman and Robin thing, so I 
wanted to come in and be the 
Joker."

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
PGA officials hope Tiger 
Woods will bounce back 
from a year of scandal and 
setbacks with a strong 2011 
season and revive interest in 
himself and golf ahead of US 
tour television contract nego¬ 
tiations. 

Woods endured a sex 
scandal and a winless 2010 
campaign, falling from atop 
the world rankings as his 
marriage ended in an August 
divorce and his five-year golf 
reign ended when England's 
Lee Westwood took over 
three weeks ago. 

US PGA television ratings 
are down ahead of planned 
2011 talks on terms for the 
2012-2016 seasons and hav¬ 
ing Woods in top form would 
help as networks and spon¬ 
sors consider how much 
money to sink into the sport 
in the near future. 

"The most dominating 
player in a sport in history, 
you want him playing be¬ 
cause it makes a lot of things 
work a lot better," US PGA 
Tour commissioner Tim 
Finchem said. 

"And we want him play¬ 
ing. We want him playing 
well and given his intensity, 
we assume that will be the 
case." 

Viewers beyond the typi¬ 
cal golf crowd have tuned in 
to watch Woods win 71 titles, 
11 shy of Sam Snead's all- 
time PGA record, and 14 


major titles, four shy of 
matching golfs holy grail 
of records set by Jack 
Nicklaus.The quest by 
Woods to overtake those 
marks would likely ensure 
strong interest from people 
who do not usually watch 
golf, providing Woods is 
able to bounce back and 
show some signs that he 
can simply win any sort of 
tournament. 

Often winning by 
record-setting scores or 
margins, Woods lured 
viewers from beyond golfs 
usual crowd the way Mike 
Tyson brought people to box¬ 
ing with fast knockouts in his 
prime. 

Woods helped boost US 
PGA TV contracts, sponsor¬ 
ship and prize money and his 
first events back after scandal 
drew global attention, al¬ 
though the buzz faded during 
2010 as Woods went winless, 
unable to duplicate past 
amazing shotmaking. 

The fall from grace by 
Woods and a major economic 
downturn combined to hit the 
US PGA Tour like a tee shot 
into a water hazard. 

Some rising stars in golfs 
new world order will not join 
the US PGA in 2011 as world 
number one Lee Westwood 
of England, third-ranked 
PGA Championship winner 
Martin Kaymer of Germany 
and Northern Ireland's Rory 
Mcllroy will stay on the Eu¬ 
ropean Tour. 

Sponsorships for some 
events became a struggle to 
secure. TV ratings fell and 
next year's schedule still has 
not been announced, two 
months after Finchem said it 
was coming soon. 

According to The Golf 
Channel's website, ratings for 
its PGA Tour telecasts were 
down 26.7 percent from 2009 
and 17.7 percent from 2008 
with final-round ratings 
down even more. 
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Guerrero proves major hit with MLB 


NEW YORK (AFP) - 
Vladimir Guerrero, who 
helped the Texas Rangers 
reach the first World Series in 
their 50 seasons, was named 
Wednesday as winner of 
Major League Baseball's 
Outstanding Designated Hit¬ 
ter Award. 


The nine-time major 
league all-star took 61 of 84 
first-place votes to out-poll 
runner-up David Ortiz of 
Boston, another Dominican 
power hitter who won the 
award five years in a row 
from 2003 through 2007. 

Guerrero batted .306 with 


25 home runs, driving in 106 
runs and scoring 73 times in 
129 games played as a desig¬ 
nated hitter 

The award has been handed 
out since 1973 but Guerrero, 
35, became the first Texas 
player to win the honor since 
Rafael Palmeiro in 1999.
